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Family Allowance In Detail 


When you receive family allowances, and how do you apply? 
How much can you expect to receive? How does this affect your 
Income tax? The Department of National Health and Welfare has 
answered a number of questions concerning family allowances in 


the following up-to-date summary of regulations. 


Registration for Family Allowances 
(a) To register a child for Family 
Allowances it is necessary to com- 
plete a Family Allowance Registra- 
tion Form and send it to the Regional 
Director of Family Allowances, 

(b) The registering of a child's 
birth with the Provincial authorities 
does not constitute registration for 
Family Allowances. 

(c) Registration Forms may be ob- 
tained in any Post Office. White 
forms are for use in registering a 
family for the first time, Blue sup- 
plementary forms should be used in 
registering additional children in a 
family. 

Payments of Family Allowances 

(a) In the month following date 
of birth provided the completed Fam- 
ily Allowance Registration Form was 
received in the office of the Regional 
.Director within 80 days after the 
birth of the child; or 

(b) In the first month after the 
completed Family Allowances regis- 
tration Form was received in the of- 
fice of the Regional Director, 


Eligibility 

Under the Family Allowance Act 
payments are made to parents who 
maintain or has custody of a child. 

To be eligible for payments a child 
must be resident in Canada and in 
regular attendance at school as rée- 
quired by the laws of the Province 
in which the child resides, 

Rates of Payment 

Family Allowances are paid as fol- 
lows: 

Up to 6th birthday $5.00 per 
month. 

6th birthday to 10th birthday $6,00 
per month, 

10th birthday to 13th birthday, 
$7.00 per month. 

13th birthday to 18th birthday 
$8.00 per month. 

There are no deductions on account 
of the size of the family. 

Changes in Rates 

The rates change automatically on 
the first month following the month 
of the child’s 6th, 10th, 13th birth- 
day and payments cease with the last

Discontinuance 


When bilowances are received im- 
properly they are subject to recovery 
from the person receiving them. Any 
circumstances creating ineligibility 
of child or payee should be reported 
at once by the payee to the Regional 
Director of Family Allowances con- 
cerned, It is the duty of the parent 
to notify the Regional Director: 

When a child dies. 

When a child fails to go to school 
regularly. 

When a child leaves schoo) for any 
reason, 

When a child begins to work for 
pay. 

When a child moves to the care of 
some other person. ; 

When a child leaves Canada, 

When a child is in an Institution, 
such as a Children's Home, Mental 
Hospital, T.B, Sanatorium, etc, 

When a child is in a Training 
School or Detention Home. 

When a girl, under the age of 16, 
marries, 

When the parents cease to maintain 
a child, 

A prompt report will help avoid 
overpayments. Overpayments are 
debts to the Crown and must be re- 
covered, 

Change of Address 

The Regional Director of Family 
Allowances should be advised in writ- 
ing immediately of any change of 
address to avoid delay in receipt of 
cheques. Both the old and new ad- 
dress together with the Family Al- 
lowance Serial Number should be 
quoted over the signature of the 
payee. When either parent re- 
marries or when there is any change 
in the name of the person to whom 
allowances are being paid, full de- 
tails should be forwarded to the Re- 
gional Director. 

Residence in Canada 

(a) Immigrant children born out- 
side of Canada become eligible for 
Family Allowances after one year's 
residence in Canada. 

(b) Children born in Canada to 
immigrant parefits are’ éligible imme- 
diately after birth, (See para. 2— 
Payments of Family Allowances), 

(c) Children born abroad of Can- 
adian parents should be registered 
for Family Allowances immediately 
on return to Canada, 

(d) In fact, in all the above cases 
registration should be made to pro- 
tect the payee's rights.

In Saskatchewan 


REGINA.—During the first quar- 
ter of 1953, the number of traffic ac- 
cidents in Saskatchewan increased 
by 49 per cent, and the amount of 
damage by 62 per cent., despite the 
fact that total mileage was up only 
30 per cent., according to Saskatche- 
wan highway traffic board figures. 

In March this year six people were 
killed; three times as many as the 
toll last March. Number of fatali-+ 
ties for the first three months, how- 
ever was only one more than in the 
corresponding quarter of 1952, A to- 
tal of 444 people were injured, an in- 
crease of 20 per cent. over the first 
quarter last year. 

Police estimate that property dam- 
age during the period cost $754,000, 
and by June, if it follows the pattern 
set last year it is likely to be well 
over a million dollars.

discovery that streak mosaic, a 
by a specific type of mite, Dr. 


John T. Slykhuis, plant pathologist at the Dominion science ser- 
vice laboratories here, identified the insect as the virus carrier 
while working last year in southern Alberta wheat fields. It has 
seldom been found in Western Canada. 


The disease with its microscopic 
living organisms break down life-giv- 
ing chlorophyll in a plant, gradually 
transforming it into stunted yellow 
straw. The first sign is a faint yel- 
lowish-green stripe or mottling on 


| young green leaves, 


The streaks become more distinct- 
ly yellow to white in color and often 
the entire leaf dies. Sterility, poor 
filling of heads With resultant losses 
in yield and quality make the virus 
a dangerous blight for*grain growers. 

The known story of streak mosaic 
in southern Albetta started last sum- 
mer shortly after Dr. Slykhuis arriv- 
ed here from South Dakota State 
College at Brookings, It is possible 
it wént undetected in previous year's, 

The virus did serious damage in 
Kansas four years ago, ranking as 
the state's most serious *wheat dis- 
ease. It has occurred in the U.S. 
winter wheat belt with varying sever- 
ity each year since. However, what 
is thought to h@ve.been streak mo- 
saic was reported in the winter wheat 
belt 30 years ago. 

While in Brookings, Dr. Slykhuis 
discovered a new virus in winter 
wheat which was labelled “striate 
mosaic’, A week after his arrival 
here he found streak mosaic“in both 
winter and spring wheat crops, Sev- 
eral fields were plowed under because 
of extensive damage. 

Last October, Dr. Slykhuis, a na- 
tive of Carlyle, Sask., and a gradu- 
ate of the, Universities of Saskatche- 
wan and Toronto, found a mite car- 
vied the blight.

This was further broken down to 
the aceria genus and the tulipae spe- 
cies, so called because of some dubi- 
ous relationship to tulip diseases, 


The mite was tabbed the carrier 
after tests in the laboratory here. 
The experiments seemed to show the 
mites also transmit a disease which 
causes leaf discoloration similar to 
streak mosaic but which actually 
isn’t the same thing. 

Dr. Slykhuis says the virus can he 
disastrous if most of a farmer’s crop 
is in winter wheat, He recommends 
winter wheat be planted in mid-Sep- 
tember and spring wheat sown early 
as Hossible. Barley and oats can be 
infected but not seriously. Rye is ex- 
ceptionally resistant, 

The laboratory now is working to 
develop grain types hardy enough to 
resist the mite and its virus, There 
may be no need for this if planting 
time changes prove successful.
